it dealt. 

“The difficulty’ then really Hes 
fn founding upon any such ex- 
tracts as we have indicated any 
principles either of general or of 
particular application which would 
both afford a clear guide to a 
practitioner and be certainly con- 
sonant with the law and with the 
Judge's views.

OYSTERS’ SECRETS DISCLOSED. 


Even an oyster can’t’ keep secreta 
from the scientific research workers, 
according to a recent report issued 
by the Canadian Government De 
partment of Fisheries, which atates 
that oysters which are taken on 
both of Canada’s coasts, are rich in 
iron in an aasimilable form, and 
are, therefore, valuable dietary aids 
in preventing anaemia, Another of 
the oysters’ inmost secrets; is that 
they also contain copper, which is 
necessary or helpful to the fixation 
of iron in the blood. In addition 
to containing such henlth-making 
elements as iron and copper, the 
oyster is also a source of those 
mysterious vitamines which modern 
selence has found to be easential to 
sound bodily vigour. 

Last year nearly 24,000 barrels of 
oysters were taken in Canadian 
waters. The largest landings were 
in the waters off the coast of the 
Province of New Brunswick, where 
the catch totalled more than 18,800 
barrels. Prince Edward Island pro- 
duced nearly 4,900 barrels,. British 
Columbia about 8,200 and Nova 
Scotia a few barrels lesa than 2,000. 
Canadian oysters are of excellent 
quality and considerable quantities 
are exported every year to the 
United States, where they command 
favour. In’ food and health vatue, 
ag well as flavour, they are fully 
equal to those obtainable elsewhere.

Lord Mamhead and Lord Conway. 

As against these creation. there 
were three extinctions, as Lord 
Wittenham, Lord Stamfordham, 
and Lord Bateman did not leave 
heirs to succeed them in title. 
Balancing creations and extinc- 
tions, the number of peers was in- 
creased by four. The Earldom of 
Orford again became extinct on 
tho death’ of that peer in Septem- 
ber, but the Baronies of Walpole 
passed to a distant cousin, who 
thus became entitled to o seat in 
the Lords,'so ‘that the total num- 
ber of peers was not affected. 

Among the Scottish -representa- 
tive peers the Earl of Rothes was, 
recently. elected to serve in place 
of ~ Viscount Falkland, who had 
retired, and the Earl of Lauderdale 
was chosen in place of -his late 
father. 

On the Episcopal Bench, Dr. 
Perowne, who already had a seat 
in the House as Bishop of Brad- 
ford, was translated to the Bishop- 
ric of Worcester in succession to 
the late Dr. Pearce. 

Three of the peers who succeed- 
ed to titles during the year are 
tainors—Lord Savile, born in 1919, 
Lord Walpole (successor to Lord 
Orford) 1913, and Lord Wraxall, 
1928, Four peers come of age 
next year—Lord Selby, February 
16, the Earl of Warwick, March 4, 
Viscount Bridport, May 22, and 
Viscount Long, September 14.

tremendous: feuds among the Eilza- 
bethan dramatists. The age of 
Dryden and Pope was an age of 
elaborate literary quarrels. Even 
the Romantics, divided as they were 
by political opinion, could rage 
against one another. Nevertheless, 
it Seems to me stupid that so many 
.of our younger pocts now should 
be so deplorably bad-tempered. They 
spend far too much time abusing 
one another. Some of them have 
apparently decided to live by ex- 
hibiting one another’s dirty wash- 
ing. : : 

The gloomiest purty I ever was 
at was a party given by a poet 
mainly for other poets. We stood 
about. in a dim-lit room, sipping 
sour hock.” Everybody looked sus 
piciously at everybody else. Not a 
laugh was heard. There were 
savage whispers in corners, Never 
have | been in a room so charged 
with hate, Apparently cach poet 
thought that he and his one or two 
friends had been lured into a house 
crammed with charlitans. You 
would have thought that the Muse 
was lying dead upstairs, (Perhaps 
she was), Since then I have never 
sought the compdny of these happy 
children of song. I like a little 
good temper after dinner. 


In A Bad Way. 

Poetry is at present in a bad way. 
Never, | suppose, since there was 
etch a thing as English Literature 
has poetry received so little atten- 
tion from the public us it is receiv- 
ing now. It is not bought, not read, 
not discussed, as it used to be. So 
far as we are living on poetry at all, 
we seem to be living on our capital, 
A young poet in these days has a 
very poor time of it; he might 
almost as well set up as a cross- 
bowman or # luteemender. On this 
ground, he may be excused some 
bad temper. It is not amusing 
when you create something, with 
aweat and blood, in agony and 
exultation, only to find everybody 
yawning in your face. (That must 
be why some contemporary versi- 
flers avoid the sweat and blood, and 
get their own yawns in first). 

This means, however, that young 
poets are now companions in dis- 
tress. They are all in the same 
bout. Dut instead of seeing them 
pulling for the shore together, we 
frequently find them hitting one an- 
other on the head with the oars. 
The lutest exhibition of poetical 
bad temper—and there have deen 
several this year alone—is provided 
by Mr. Roy Campbell in. “The 
Georgiad.” Mr, Campbell is a 
young South African poet, whose 
gusto and command of a gorgeous 
sense of imagery, seen at their best 
in “The Flaming Terrapin,” very 
quickly attracted attention. He was 
considered almost at once what 
some reviewers, in a mysterious 
and rather sinister fashion, like ta 
call “a writer to be reckoned with.” 

‘ , Bad Temper. 

“The Georgiad,” in rough and 
energetic, rhymed couplets, miglit be’ 
called a satire, hut it could also be 
called an explosion of bad temper 
and’ an orgy of bad teste. Here 
are ‘a few lines of it, chosen with 
one eye on the law of Hbel:. 7

If Mr.-Cump- 
bell doca not enjoy these functions 
he should be what the rest of us 
do, namely, plead a previous engage- 
mient or the pressure of work. 
Young poets are not’ compelled by 
law to be the, guests of poeteases 
and critics they dislike, 


1 do not know what injuries cer-| 


tain fellow poets have inflicted 
upon Mr. Campbell, but you would 
imagine from his furious on- 
slaught upon them that they had 
stoned him through the streets. His 
attack is too clumsy and bludgeon- 
ing to be really deadly, but be 
mauls them in the most offensive 
Manner, outraging decency in his 
stride. His offence [3 all the more 
inexcusable, to my mind, because |: 
do not feel there is behind it the 
wide and impersonal indignation of 
the genuine satirist, but oily pique 
and petty spite, 
Cafe Squabbles. 

That, in fact, is the trouble. 
These bad-tempered poets of ours 
who turn satirists, thstead of using 
their wit and wealth of imagery in 
the service of humanism to attack 
the spawning tyrannies and Idiocies 
of thix world, merely ask us to take 
sides in some squabble of ‘a small 
literary coterie. It' is hole-!n-the- 
corner satire, simply a row in a 
cafe. When Byron retorted go 
Savagely upon Southey he did at 
least sce Southey as the apologist 
of a rotten political and social SYB- 
tem, and not merely aa fellow Poet 
whose had once snubbed him at a 
party. ‘ : 

If poets feel in the mood for in- 
dulging in savage satire, why can't 
they take a good look at the world 
and then attack something worth at- 
tacking? There are whole Hinden- 
burg Lines waiting for these satiy- 
ists. I notice that Mr. Perey 
Wyndham Lewis seems ‘to be Mr. 
Campbell's hero. Now Mr. Wynd- 
ham Lewis ‘has the gift of brilliant 
raillery, but he,' too, shows this 
same fault, He has no ‘sense of 
proportion, He will write ¢ sigan- 
tic satire to score off five people jin 
Chelsea and three in Paris, and 
conducts mere cafe ' squabbles in 
public as if he were leading the last 
crusade, ; ‘ 

A Good Novelist. 
» Meanwhile, the sensible public, 
which does not care tuppence about 
these squabbles, but knows that it 
is living in a world in gad need of 


mending, engerly awaits some satire '

Sir John: Simon Presents

‘The main features of Britain’s 
Disarmament proposala announced 
at the plenary seasion of, the.
